The 
vlad Jew, too bent and frall to 
notice, failed to salute them: A 
fair young thug stepped from 
the ranks and struck ‘him on 
the head. His hat spun in the 
wind and rolled across the road. 
The §.S. man pushed him from 
the payement so that he stumbled 
In the gutter and began to moan. 

On the morning of the third 
dey of our escape we continued 
slowly along the south bank of 
the Vistula mecting here and 
there a lonely woodman, I could 
travel at only a very slow pace. 
It seemed that I had lost my feet 
and that my legs were only raw 
stumps, dragging along the 
ground. = 
B* evening we reached Gombin 

and trod the road to Warsaw 
in the cool sunset. We could 
find no shelter among the sparse 
plantations, and 10 lay down in 
the furrows of a ploughed ficid. 

I thought the night would 
never end. Every hour the great 
cold ‘shade us rise and shake our- 
selvez, Our chocolate was gone 
and only the condensed milk ofid 
the sardines remained. The 
utter nausen of this-mixtiure will 
remain with me ‘to the end ‘of

Stanley 


One af the most vital battler of 
the Korean war was 'com- 
memorated . this moming at 
Stanley when the 170 Light 


Battery, Royal Artillery, hold'n 


@arade to mark the second anni- 
versary of Solma-ri. 

A Erge crowd, mainly’ com- 
posed af military personnel sta~ 
tloned of Stanley, gathered to 
seo the colourful parade at which 
Brigadier R. D. Bolton, Com- 
mande: Hongkong and Kowloon 
Garrison, took the Salute. This 
woe followed by a Church Parade 
in the Garrison Church. Tho 

which was formerly 
knowm as’ 170 Independent 
Mortar Battery, RA, ob¢erved the 
finst annivorsary of the battle 
last yoar with a Church Service, 
They ecnme to Hongkong from 
Korea rome" months afte: the 
femous engagement. 

It was above the village of- 
Solma-ri in Korea that the 
engagement was fought during 
the Battle for the Imjin_River 
—~—April 22 to 25, 1951. The 29 
Independent Infantry Brigade 
Group was holding the key 
position in the Army line, being 
deployed on a nine mile front 
south of the river and astride 
one of the classical invasion 
routed from the North. 

GREAT DISTINCTION. 

The three troops in the 
Battery, each supporting a 
battalion, fought with — great 
distinction. A and B Troops 
both executed diMcult moves’ 
under immediate enemy 
ptessure and were often shoot- 
Ing continuously for: long 
periods. They fired more than 
11,000 rounds between them. 
But it was C Troop that fought 
the most’ conspicuous action. 
Supporting the Gloucesters, 
they first engaged the enemy 
with mortar fire, but were later 
attacked on thelr . position, 
and forced to destroy their 
equipment: and retire with 
the Glo to , Hill 
235, village of 
Solma-ri. . completely 


above the 
There, 


') surrounded, they "fought o3 In- 


fantry until ordered to withdraw 
with the battalion, .The Troop 
attempted ¢o break’ out on 25 
April, but unfortunately all 
ranks were either captured ‘or 
Killed in actlon. ‘ 

This engagement subsequently 
earned C Troop, 170 Independent 
Mortar Battery RA, and the Ist 
Battalion the Gloucestershire 
Regt. the only two United States 
Presidential Citations to be 
granted to the United Kingdom 
units. The distinction . was 
“awarded as a mark of-outstand- 
ing gallantry. 20 Brigade hod 
sustained the main weight of the 
Chinese offensive during the 3- 
day battle, and the Commanding 
Gencral, 8th United States 
Army stated — that this action 
enabled Seoul, ‘the capital of 
South Korea, to be held.
